,to believe that the President can achieve 
ny such victory in this city as that of 
wo to one over his Democratic oppo- 
nent. They may possess some signifi- 
cance in indicating that if even these 
trifling numbers shov/ such an extraor- 
dinary margin for the Republican can- 
didate in a hopelessly Democratic city, 
the claims of the Roo;-.ovelt men that 
they will carry the Stale arc just cam- 
paign hot air. We believe this to be 
true. Reseniment against the treatment 
of Alfred E. Smith and the sound rea- 
sons that gentleman has advanced wiiy 
Governor Roo.sevclt should not bo ele- 
vated to the presidency will weigh heav- 
ily in the voting of Bo.ston Democrats, 
who may cordially assist in the re-elec- 
tion of a Democratic governor but, many 
of them, balk nt the ticket of Roosevelt 
and Garner. 

Calvin Coolidge carried Boston In 11124 
by 18,44G vot(>s: <)2,061 votes for 
Coolidge and 73,115 for John W. Davis, 
a man of presidential size but not of 
presidential pulling power politically. In 
the same year James M. Curley carried 
Boston for governor by 38.320 over Alvan 
T. Fiillor, or 12.').047 for the present 
mayor and 86,727 for the former gov- 
ernor. The discrepancy is explained, 
however, by the presence in the lield of 
the La Pollette ticket, which commanri- 
ed 33,233 votes, drawn obviously trom 
both parties. Coolidge did better than 
Curley, taking the La Follctte vote into 
accomit, for he was the Bay State's most 
popular citizen and Mr. Curley was not. 
This year no important thud-party 
ticket is in the presidential field, and 
llu; voting for President will be along 
more normal lines. 

In assaying relative parly strength in 
New England, however, it would be well 
to remember that the national contest is 
one of South and West against North 
and East. This fact will be borne in 
.upon New England voters more and 
more as the campaign progresses, hence 
the wisdom of the Republican manage- 
ment in deciding to prisenl the issues 
"In terms of the economic well-being of 
the average voter," as our Washington 
correspondent happily phra.ses it. That 
is the main consideration for voters iiv 
the industrial States: whether the 
United States shall be subject to the 
operation of the dangerous policies of 
Roo.scvelt and Garner with their pork- 
barrel schemes, or the national credit 
shall be .su.stained and worse conditions 
than now prevail shall be prevented by 
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the stubborn resistance of the Hoover 

Administration to fantastic and waste- 
ful expenditures. That is the real i.ssue 
whether individual voters like Mr 
Hoover or not

"The Ijonrd is utterly at a loss to un- 
derstand the police fmures relating to 
incomplete and mi.s.slng rcrords requi- 
bitioned bv the police for their investi- 
gation. This department has kept ac- 
curate account of all papers iran.sraitted 
to the police for their inspection and 
the record show.s that out of 15(10 dif- 
ferent documents requested by the po- 
lice, this department has forwarded all 
but'si.x documents, which no doubt were 
temporarily misiilarod but their absence 
did not prevent a proper investigation 
of the cases by the iwlice department, 
as other records wore available and de- 
livered." 

At the out.set of its reply to the police 
report the welfare board sets out in 
brief form the magnitude of its prob- 
lem and how it has attempted to meet 
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Mayor Curley today wii.s eniniile 
from Denver to Omaha, Neb., after 
a series of receptions on his speak- 
ing tour for Governor Koosevell.

need." In replying to the point made 
by the police that in 203 of the 500 
cii.se.s mve-stigated no affidavits exist, 
the board stales that it did not require 
affidavits until IS.'il and adds that Bos- 
ton "was the first public relief agency 
in the commonwealth to inaugurate the 
system of requiring affidavits with ap- 
plications." 

It .seems fair to ask the board what 
constitutes "prima facie presentation o! 
facts indicating need" if no affidavit 
was required prior to the spring of 1931 
and what steps have been taken to ob- 
tain affidavits from those who have 
been on the rolls of the department 
since prior to 1931. 

In admitting that it has not yet had 
time to make a "comprehensive analysis 
and check-up of the material" con- 
tained in the report in the short .space 
of time since it was submitted, the 
board does not go In detail into the 
police rci)ort of 133 discrepancies be- 
tween the amounts received by reci- 
pients and the amounts on the records 
of the welfare departmrnt S4 addresses 
of recipients either incorrect or false, 
nine cases of no applications. 

Tiie board emphatically disputes the 
police interpretation of the kindred law 
Ii "does not feel the necessity for any 
comment upon the extraordinary doc- 
trine pronounced by the police com- 
mi.ssioner that .".n alien 'does not main- 
tain, nor does he expect to live on the 
same standard of living as our citi- 
zens, and what would be a starvation 
allowance to an American family, may 
I be a luxury income to a destitute 
alien.' " 

The welfare board agrees with the 
assertion of the police commissioner 
tliat the families of thase with criminal 
records should be ft.sslsted by the board; 
it points out that while a man with a 
criminal record be the applicant "his 
wife and children should not be re- 
quired to suffer because of his misbe- 
havior." 

The board does not state Its policy In 
regard to those applicants who have 
record for non-support, habitual drunk- 
enness, n.ssatilts on wife and children. 
It Is presumed from the police report 
tnat the money is being paid to these 
moiviouals and not direcuy to tncir 
families. 

It is not po.ssible in thLi spare to go 
into detail in regard to the five cases 
cited by the police as seeming to war- 
rant prima fade evidence of fraud and 
the welfare board reply to each case. 
In each case there would .seem to be a 
glaring discrepancy in the record and 
If four of them are under the super- 
vision of the state it Is knowTi that the 
police were not given this Information. 
The fact that the state Is also looking 
jlnto tliem does not alter the police dls- 
' closure of the facts. 

The boar(3 discloses a disposition to 
learn much from the police report. This 
Is a distinct Itaprovement over what has 
been goinc on.

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Police and Welfare Reports 
Disclose Many Strong Contrasts 

Board Disputes Police Interpretation of Several 

Laws and Denies Charge That Records Are 

Missing or Inaccurate 

By ROBERT CHOATE 

Poiiw Commissioner Hultman's report on the police Investigation of the 
first 500 cases of recipients of public -welfare aid discloses that 14 per cen^ 
or approximately $2,000,000 of the amount expended annually by the board 
of public ■welfare is pure graft. 

The police report shows that in 216 cases there is cau.se for the bellei 
that there are relatives who, by law, might be compelled to contribute to 
the support of recipients of city aid. 

"It appears," says Mr. Hultman, "that 180 of the 500 cases are aliens and 
in 167 cases the recipients have court records." 

Other important points made by the police are in 133 cases there Is a 
discrepancy in the amount of aid reported received and the amount paid 
out by the welfare department; in 203 cases no affidavits staling the need 
for aid is in the record of the welfare department; 84 of the addlesSes ol 
recipients of aid are either incorrect or false; 9 cases were found receiving 
aid without malting application; in 190 ca.ses there was no recent record of 
visits by welfare department agents; pay cards in 40 cases were Incomplete, 

I'his is the statistical Indictment of the welfare board by the police de- 
partment which then goes on to state that unless the records of the welfare 
department are straightened out the police investigation will take more than 
two years. 

To these charges the board of public welfare makes more or less sweep- 
ing denial. Nc.verttieless it is now possible, in light of the police report and 
the welfare boards reply, to take up the various charges and contrast the 
iJOiice view with that of the welli»re board. 

The report constitutes Hultman's answer to the demand of the welfare 
department that the police commissioner cease talking about conditions In 
the disbursement ot public aid and produce proof that actual fraud exists. 

11 al.«io beai's out completely statements published exclusively in this 
paper that thousands of dollars a day U L-eing paid to persons who do not 
deserve It. 

The police commissioner points out to the mayor that following the 
conference between police officials and members of the board of public 
welfare in the mayor's office Aug. 31 there "resulted a substantial improve, 
ment in the matter of furnishing records of the public welfare department 
to the police." 

The reply of the board to this statement Is: "The board notes with 
much pleasure the fact that the commissioner states that the board hu 
endeavored to give him the fullest co-operation in connection with his in- 
vestigation." 

The police commissioner .says that delay in suppl,ying and inability to I 
furnish records on the part of the welfare department are due "entirely tc 
conditions existing in that office." 

Further, the commissioner says: "To what extent inaccurate i»cord« 
I of the public welfare department and other reasons account for these dis- 
crepancies cannot be state-:, at this time, but the poUce, from their training 
cannot help regarding such records with suspicion." 

He reports that the police have "exercised great forbearance and 
patience, particularly in dealing with the welfare department. Incomplete 
and inaccurate records as furnished the police by the welfare offtce have 
.leriously delayed the progress of the investigation." 

He suggests that the "application, examination, and accounting records 
Ix; kept in a modcin. businesslike manner.'' Only in this way he thinks 
can "an Intolerable condition" be cleaned up in a speedy and effective 
manner.

Almost a sixth of the 500 
welfare cases investigated by 
the Boston police department 
during the last two months 
present "a prima facie c^se for 
criminal prosecution imder 
charges of larceny, conspiracy, 
^' or perjui-y." 

This was one of a series of 
findings made by Police Com- 
missioner Hultman iil his sup- 
plementary report on welfare 
disbursements in Boston, which 
was made public last night by 
the department of pulilic wel- 
fare. 

Out of the 500 c^ihgs, the re- 
port found that in 278 of Ihera 
— considerably over half — 
there exist grounds for prose- 
cution or evidence that the city 
18 making relief payments, at 
, least in part, needlessly. 

In addition to a long list of 
irregularities found by the po- 
lice — which includfcs the fact 
that in 133 of the 500 cases 
there is a discrepancy in the 
amount of aid reported — the 
report made a sweeping indict- 



ment of the welfare depart- 
ment, largely because of its 
"inaccurate and incomplete 
records." 

Under the present system, 
Kultman Siiid that it would re- 
quire two years to complete the 
police investigation. He rec- 
ommended that a new registra- 
tion of all recipients of aid be 
marie as soon as possible, and 
that each case be examined by 
different visitors from those 
who have passed on the case | 
previously. ! 

Attached to the Hultman re- j 
port were 500 pages, each page | 
containing a brief summary; 
and analysis of each individual j 
case. These summaries were 
inot given out. Under the law 
the board has no right to make , 
pulilic the names of persons re- ! 
ceiving aid. 

In a reply, issued simultane- 
ously with the report, the board 
of public welfare took sharp 
issue with Hultman's report in 
many of its det«iils, pointed out 
what it regarded as fallacies!

Hultmar,: declared that police 
had found that 76 of the 500 
cases warranted criminal prose- 
icution, and that in 70 cases it 
appeared that the provisions of - 
the "destitute parent law" 
could be invoked. Some of 
tliese were involved in both 
groups, the total number of in- 
dividual cases in this classifi- 
cation being 12G. 

The police found 216 cases 
where the recipient of aid had 
' reUitives, many of whom were 
able to assist. There was no 
indication, Hultman declared, 
that the public welfare board 
had made any effort to investi- 
gate the ability of those who 
might be called upon for auch 
support. 

Hultman reported that his Investi- 
gators found 27 recipients who owned 
real estate, 15 who had bank accounts, 
nine who owned automobiles and 35 
V'ho were non-resldentjs,

MAY BE EXPLAINED 

"Possibly all these discrepancies can 
eventually be explahied," said Hultman, 
"but the chaotic condition of the ptiblic 
welfare records offers so great an op- 
portunity for possible fraud that I feel 
it my duty to call this condition to 
your attention." 

At the start of his report, Hultman 
declared that the appointment of Na- 
than A. Heller, a member of the board 
of over.seers, as Its representative to 
deal with the police "has resulted In a 
substantial improvement in the matter 
of furnishing records of the public wel- 
fare department to the police." 

The board, in Its reply, "not«s with 
much pleasure and satisfaction the fact 
that the comml.s.sloner states that the 
board has endeavored to give him the 
fullest co-operation in connection with 
his investigation." 

Contlnuinp. the overseers .said: "A 
cu!'.sory examination of the police com- 
missioner's report indicates that it con- 
taiiM much valuable Information which 
we hope will assist us in our co-opera- 
tive endeavor." 

After telling of the unprecedented 
problem with which It had been con' 
fronted In welfare disbuistinents dur- 
ing the depression and of the impos- 
.sibility of adopting the policy of throw- 
lr\g out a case merely because It seemi 
suspicious, the overseers added: 

"The statement by the police com- 
missioner In his report that the police, 
by reason of their training and experi- 
ence, have viewed this problem with a 
suspicious eye indicates thai there la 
a fundamental divergence between the 
police and trained welfare experts In 
the approach to the problem." 

As an example of this difference In 
attitude, the board pointed out what 
It said were fallacies in the conclusions 
arrived at by the commissioner in hb 
determination of cases coming within 
the criminal prosecution and destitute 
parent law classification, and went into 
detail In each of the five examples cited 
by Hultman. 

In general, the board found that the 
suspicions of the police "arise solely 
from inability properly to read and un- 
derstand the records of this depart. 
ment." 

In answer to the police charge that 
..here are 216 ca.ses where the recipient 
has relatives who might be called upon 
for Rid under the so-called "kindred 
law." the overseers declared that the In- 
vestlgators seemed to be of the onlnlon 
that certain blood relatives could bj 
forced to render assistance to their poor 
kin. 

"This Is an erroneoug unde.-standlnir 
of the law," the reply said. "This board 
has exerted every effort to compel blood 
relatives who come within tht require- 
ments of the kindred law statute to per- 
form their obligations." 

In the police report Hultman calltaB 
attention to the large number of alleiu 
recelvhag aid, said: "These persons wnd 
their families should not be allowed to 
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Cure for Welfare Ills Is 
Reorjjanization 

In the final words of his report on 
Boston's welfare department. Commis- 
sioner Hultman recommends: "That 
tlie application, examination and ac- 
counting records be kept in a modern, 
business-like manner. This suggestion 
seems to me to be the most practical 
method of cleaning up an intolerable 
condition In a speedy and eflective 
manner." The value of this advice the 
overseers of the welfare department 
themselves in substance admit. As to 
the keeping of records and the method 
of visiting applicants, they say that "the 
board appreciates the .suggestions made, 
and win give them such consideration 
a.s thty merit." Further, the over.seers 
remark that "the board has already 
many of these matters under considera- 
tion, and is making every effort to in- 
stall a system that will improve the 
disbur.scment of aid." 

It is impressive to find the overseers 
and the police commissioner in agree- 
ment to this extent. The inadeciuacy 
and inefflcicncy of record-keeping and 
oflice-management in the welfare de- 
partment were fully defined and stressed 
by the Boston Finance Commission in 
July of 1931. The Finance Commission 
gave warning then that prompt nr-tion to 
strengthen the ofllce-control and lield- 
! system of the welfare department was 
I a vital step to protect Boston's tax- 
! payers from waste and po.s.sible fraud 
I In the administration of relief funds. 
! A year later, in May, 1932, the Finance 
j Commission foimd that only minor 
j changes had been made in the welfare 
[department's plan of record-keeping 
]anri financial control. Such responsible 
i findings by the Finance Coinmis.'?ion ap- 
pealed to us as an adequate basis for 
fnin demand that the Department of 
Public Welfare should now be reorgan- 
ized on a modern, .scientific plan of busi- 
ness-administration. We urged such a 
program in these columns on repeated 
occlusions, and in the light of the two 
reporl.s published today -ye see no j-ca- 
.son to withdraw the recommendation. 
On the contrary, the grounds for it .seem 
well supported. 

When one comes, however, to the ca.ses 
cited by Conunissioncr Hultman's report 
ijti detail, frankly we are bound to ex- 
press disappointment that the facts 
alleged arc by no means judicially final 
or certain. The police reports would 
cause the public to belie've, for example, 
that relief funds have been given weekly 
for a long period to a dead man, the

Police Report Is Inaccurate, 
Welfare Overseers Maintain 



The full text of the reply of the Bos- ' 
ton board of overseers to the report on 
welfare cases submitted to Mayor 
Curley by Commissioner Hultman fol- 
lows; 

The board of overseers received 
today the supplementary report of 
the police commissioner on the first 
500 cases investip;ated by him, and 
In connection therewith issues the 
following statement. 

The board notes with much pleas- 
ure and satisfaction the fact that 
the commissioner states that the 
board has endeavored to give him 
the fullest co-operation in connec- 
tion with his investigation. A 
ciU"sory examination of the police 
commissioners report indicates that 
it contains much valuable Informa- 
tion which we hope will assist us In 
our co-operative endeavor. The re- 
port and accompanj^K data, how- 
ever, cover more than 500 t.JTJewrit- 
ten pages, and In the short space of 
time available to us we have not 
been able to malce a comprehensive 
analysis and check-up oj the ma- 
terial contained therein, and for 
that reason it Is not possible at this 
time to submit to the public a de- 
tailed statement concerning th« 

various aspects of the police com- ] 
mlSifloner's investigation. 

The report, however, affords the i 
board an opportunity to place before \ 
the public the unprecedented prob- 
lem with which it ha.5 been con- 
fronted due to the depression, and 
how it has endeavored to meet It. 

THEORY OF SUSPICION 

As the basis of any intelligent 
judgment of the work of the wel- 
fare department, the public m.ust at 
the very outset clearly understand 
that even in normal times, and even ■ 
more so in times of emergency such 
as confronted the board during the 
last three and a half years, welfare 
agencies follow certain universally i 
accepted principles of relief, fore- 
most among which is the principle 
that upon prima facie presentation 
of facts Indicating need, relief 
should be granted, and that only 
upon definite and substantial evi- 
dence of unworthiness should relief 
be denied or discontinued. In other 
words, welfare agencies cannot 
adopt the policy that upon mere 
suspicion a case must be deemed 
unworthy and the applicant denied 
relief. The adoption of the latt-er 
theory of suspicion would result in 
denying aid to thousands of deserv- 
ing families who would be left to 
the tragic fate of possible starvation, 
illness and even death, merely to 
prevent imposition upon the part of 
a few unworthy applicants. 

The statement by the police com- 
missioner In his report that the 
police by reason of their training 
and experience have viewed this 
problem wltii ft suspicious eye indi- 
cfttes that there Is a fundamental 



divergence between the police and 
trained welfare e.\peits in the ap- 
proach to the problem. As an ex- 
ample of thi;; difference in attitude, 
the board desires to point out the 
fallacy of the conclusions arrived 
at by the police commissioner in 
his determination of cases coming 
within the "Possible Criminal Pros- 
ecution" and 'Destitute Parent 
Law" classiflcationa. The report 
states that there are 76 cases where 
the facts "warrant the conclusion 
that there exists prima facie case 
for criminal prosecution under 
charges of larceny, conspiracy or 
perjury," and also that "it appears 
that the provisions of the "Desti- 
tute Parent Law' could be Invoked." 

POLICE "IN ERROR" 

The police report further indi- 
cates there are 216 cases where, in 
the opinion of the police, the re- 
cipient of aid has i-elatives who may 
come within the classes of those 
liable to be called upon for the sup- 
port of their poor relatives under 
the "kindred law" so-called. The 
five typical cases contained in the 
police commissioner's report seem 
to indicate that the police are of 
the opinion that certain blood rela- 
tives like brothers and sisters, can 
by law be forced to render assist- 
ance to poor relatives. This is an 
erroneous understanding of the law. 
"This board has exerted every eHort 
to compel blood relatives who come 
within the requirements of the 
"kindred law statute" to perform 
their obligations, and in many cases 
which do not come within the pre- 
view of the "kindred law," this 
board has exerted moral pressure to 
Induce such relatives to extend aid 
to their BUfTerlng kin. 

In this statement, the board does 
not feel the necessity for any com- 
ment upon the admission that 
aliens and their families should not 
be allowed to starve, nor upon the 
most extraordinary doctrine pro- 
nounced by the police commissioner 
that an alien "does not maintain, 
nor docs he expect to live on the 
same standard of living as our 
citizens, and what would t>c a 
starvation allowance to an Amer- 
ican family, may be a luxury in- 
come to a destitute alien." 

With reference to applicants for 
aid who have criminal records, the 
police commissioner Rsserts that 
the families of these applicants 
with criminal records are the per- 
sons who should be assisted by the 
board. With this proposition the 



board thoroughly agrees. This li 
the practice of the department. 
While the applicant, who is the 
head of the family may have a 
criminal record, this department 
has always been of the opinion that 
his wife and children should no*' 
be required to suffer becau.se of his 
misbehavior. It must be recog- 
nized that if any individual with a 
criminal record is allowed his 
freedom by the courts, the obliga- 
tion 1.S imposed upon this board by 
law. to keep him and his depen- 
dants from starvation. 

HOPE FOR BETTER EVIDENCE 

It is impossible, as we have al- 
ready observed, in the .<.hort .spac» 
of time available, to analyze the 
mass of data accompanying the po- 
lice commissioner's report in order 
to make comment on the various 
cla.ssifications of Irregularities con- 
tained in the police report, such as 
"crxners of real cscato." "bank ac- 
counts," "oviTjer.s of automobiles," 
"non-residcnls," "recipients dead," 
and the like. We hope that these 
Classifications have not been com- 
piled upon a basLs similar to that 
evidenced by the five typical cafes 
cited in tlin rejxirt and discussed 
hereinabove by this board. 

The board is utterly at a loss to 
understand tlic police figures re- 
lating to incomplete and missing 
records requisitioned by the police 
for their investigation. This de- 
partment has kept accurate account 
of all paper.i transmitted to the 
police for their inspection and the 
record shows that out of 1500 dif- 
ferent documents requested bv the 
police this department has forward- 
ed all but Ki.N documents, whicli no 
doubt were temporarily ml.'splaccd 
but their absence did not prevent 
a proper investigation of the cases 
by the police department, as other 
records were available and deliv- 
ered. 

The a.'isertion that in 20.3 ca-ses 
there was no affidavit is mislead- 
ing unless the further explanation 
is made tliat prior to the spring of 
1931 affidavits were not required by 
tile utpar'. mcnt. It Is worthy nf 
note that Boston was the first pub- 
lic relief agency in the common- 
wealth to inaugurate the .system of 
requiring affidavits with applica- 
tions. 

The police comm'issioner directs 
attention to the fact that payment 
has been stopped in nearly lo per 
cent of the 500 cases imder investi- 
gallon. The board cannot under- 
.stand why any significance should 
be attached to this fact, since It is 
not unu.sual for the board from 

,n >? ^.''"'' '" ^^^ ""'■mal course 
of its bu-siness to drop a large num- 
ber of cases, where tlie family situa- 
tion has improved for the better 

With reference to the suggestions 
and recommendations made by tiie 
police commi-Siioner concerniiiK the 
records of the department and the 
method of vLsiting applicants, th« 
board appreciates the suggestions 
made by the police commissioner 
ana will give them such consldeia- 
tlon as they merit. In this conncc- 
lion, however, the board lias ai- 
icady many of these matters under 
consideration and is makhig every 
elTort to install a system that will 
improve the disbursement of aid 
It must be appreciated, however' 
that due to the stressed condition* 
confronting the board, any innova- 
tions must necessarily be made with 
caution. 
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pleased to permit any one author- 
ized by you to have access to the 
same. 

You will, no doubt, desire to have 
particular attention given to the 
sevcntj'-.six (76) c^sbs where the 
facts warrant the conclusion Uiat 
there exists a prima lacie case for 
criminal prosecution under charges 
of larceny, conspiracy or perjury, 
and to those .seventy (70) cases 
where the provLsions of the "Desti- 
tute parent law" may be invoked. 
Further, a fertile field which should 
yield financial savings to the city 
aro the 216 cases where the so- 
called "Kindred Law" may be used 
to comijel pcrson.s to contribute to 
the support of their poor relatives. 
The overseers of public welfare are 
authorized by law to institute legal 
proceooings in the various cases 
referred to at)Ove. 

It is significant to note that pay- 
ment has been stopped in 45 or 
nearly 10% o( these 500 cases since 
the police investigation commenced; 
this fact was not considered In 
malting the foregoing analysis. 

This police Investigation is di- 
rected toward the recipients of 
public aid rather than the public 
welfare department. During the 
past six weeics the police have exer- 
cised great forbearance and pa- 
tience, particularly in dealing with 
the welfare department. Incomplete 
and inaccvu-ate records as furnished 
the police by the welfare office 
have seriously delayed the prog- 
ress of tliis investigation. The time 
consumed in investigating these 
500 cases indicate.': that unless more 
rapid progres."! Is made in examin- 
ing the welfare department records 
in the large number of remaining 
cases, the city will not receive until 
two years the lull benefit of the 
s-.vings made possible by this police 
investigation. For the police inves- 
tigation to proceed with reasonable 
.speed the records of the public 
welfare department must be 
straightened out. Therefore. I re- 
spcctfuUv suggest that there be » 
new registration of all recipients ol 
aid as soon as possible, and that 
each applicant's case be examined 
by dllTerenl visitors than those who 
had previously parsed on the case 
before being determined finally by 
the overseers. Further, that the np- 
nlication, examination and account- 
inif records be Icept in a modern, 
busincsslilcc manner. This sugges- 
tion seems to me to be the most 
practical method of cleaning up an 
Intolerable condition in a speedy 
and cfTectlvc manner.

Police Commissioner Finds Action to Recover or 

Relieve City Should Be Taken in 278— 

New Registration Is Urged 



The text of a report on 500 Boston 
welfare rases marie by Police Commis- 
sioner Hultman to Mayor Curley fol- 
lows In full: 

Sept. 19, 1932 , 
Hon. James M. Curley 
Mayor of Boston 
City Hall, Boston, Ma.ss. 
I>ear Mr. Mayor; 

This report is supplcnieniary to 
one made to you dated Aug. 30, 
1932. in regard to the investigation 
being made by the police depart- 
ment at your request for the pur- 
pose of weeding out from the list 
of persons receiving aid from the 
public welfare department individu- 
als not entitled to the same and 
permit of the prosecution of those 
receiving aid illegally. 

Your action at the conference in 
your office on Aug. 31 designating 
Nathan A. Heller, Esquire, a mem- 
ber of the overseer.';, a.<> your repre- 
sentative with whom the police 
should deal, has resulted in a -sub- 
stantial improvement in the matter 
of furnishing records of the public 
welfare department to the police, 
Mr. Heller has responded promptly 
to all calls made upon him, and the 
police appreciate his assistance. 
Reports of responsible senior police 
officials show that the delay in sup- 
plying and the inability to furnish 
records on the part of the public 
welfare department are due entirely 
+ _ — ^:*:^.,.. '^^■ist;i^/' in that office 
and should not reflect upon the ef- 
forts of Mr. Heller. 

Talcing the SOO cases on which a 
preliminary report was made on 
Aug. 30. no records could be ob- 
tained from the public welfare of- 
fice in n CKSOs, and '.n many 
cases onlv an incomplete record was 
supplied to the police. However, as 
there arc over 20,000 welfare ca.ses 
to be examined by tlie poiicc, no 
good purpose would tx' served by 
further delay until thc.-,c missing 
records can be produced. There- 
fore, this report is made from tlie 
information at hand. 

76 WARRANT PROSECLTION 

Police investigation and examina- 
tion discloses that facts in 76 cases 
■wnrrant, the roncluslon that there 



exists a prima facie ca.5e for crimi- 
nal prosecut.ion under charges of 
larceny, conspiracy or pcrjiiry. In 
70 cases it appears that the pro- 
visions of the "Destitute Parent 
Ivaw" could be invoked. Due to the 
fact that some cases are included 
in both groups tlie total number of 
individual cases involved amount to 
126. 

Tlie police investigation .ihows 
216 cases wliere the recipient of aid 
has relatives who may come within 
tlie classes contained in the "Icind- 
red law" of those liable to be called 
upon for the support of their poor 
relatives. In the 216 cases there 
are many examples which indicate 
ability for such support and no in- 
dication that the public welfare 
board has made any effort to in- 
vestigate the ability of those who 
by consanguinity may be called 
upon for such support. 

ALIEN RECIPIENTS 

The foregoing cases where the 
facts .shov.' :- prima facie case for 
criminal prosecution, or where the 

information obtained by tlie police 
indicates that action may be taken 
to relieve the city, at least in part, 
of tlie payment of aid total 278 out 
of the 500 cases, some of the cases 
coming under more than one clas- 
sification. 

At the conference on Aug. 31 in 
your office you did not appear par- 
ticularly interested in the num- 
ber of recipients who were aliens or 
tho5<; who had court records. Of 
course. I agree with you that these 
persons and their families should 
not be allowed to starve, but one of 
the first things a police investiga- 
tion determines is whether or not 
the person under invcstigatign is & 
citizen and the kind of a court 
record he may have. It appears 
that 180 of the 500 cases are aliens 
and in 167 ca.ses the recipients have 
court records. If the percentage 
of aliens holds throughout the en- 
tire 20.000 or more cases, the sup- 
port of destitute aliens is a prob- 
lem of great public importance. In 
the ca.sc of the alien, he usually 
docs not maintain, nor does he ex- 
pect to live on the pame standard 



of living «s our citizens, aiid what 
would be a starvation allowance to 
an American family may be a luxii- 
ry income to a destitute alien. This 
is, I appreciate, a matter of policy 
for those responsible for the dis- 
bursement of aid to determine. 

While many of tire court records 
of recipients of aid are of a nimor 
nature, there are a great many oth- 
ers involving such charges as non- 
support of family, habitual drunk- 
enness, larceny, assaults on wife and 
cliildren, and felonies, which should 
have an important bearing on the 
disbursement of public aid to such 
recipients. Little good is accom- 
plished by the payment of money to 
this class of individuals, the fami- 
lies of those with criminal record.'; 
are in general the persons who 
should be a.ssisted. | 

In these 500 ca.ses the police list 
27 cases as "owners of real estate," I 
15 recipients who have "bank ac- 
counts," nine recipients who are 
"owners of automobiles," and 35 
non-residents. In three cases re- 
cipients refused to give any in- 
formation to the police.

To what extent inaccurate rec- 
ords of the public welfare depart- 
ment and other reasons account for 
these riicrepancles car.not be stated 
at this time, but the poiicc. from 
their training and experience, can- 
not help regarding such records 
with suspicion. 

Appreciating 'hat this investiga- 
tion Is directed primarily toward 
the recipients of aid, the police 
have not attem.pted to follow up in 
the short space of time during 
which it has .been engaged in this , 
work and ascertain the reasons for 
these discrepancies; nevertheless, 
the fact that they exist cannot be 
Ignored. 

In further connection with the 
records of the public welfare de- 
partment, I am informed that the 
police were furnished many incom- 
plete records of ca.ses such as:

Possibly al! these discrepancies 
can eventually be explained, but the 
chaotic condition of the iiublic wel- 
fare records offers so great an op- 
portunity for po.ssiblc fraud that I 
feel it my duty to call this condi- 
tion to your attention. 

I have given above the general 
conditions found bv the nolice in 
this group of 500 cajses In summar- 
ized form.

In addition, Hultman scored the 
welfare department for its "inac- 
curate and incomplete recordf.'." He 
declared that under' the present 
system, two years would be neces- 
sary to complete the police probe.

He recommended a new registra- 
tion of all aid recipients and that 
each ca'se be examined by visitors 
who hav" not previously passed on 
the ca.se. He pointed out that 
the discrepancies could probably 
eventually be exiilained. He added 
he felt it bis duty to point out the 
condition as "ch.-iotic" and present- 
ing o|>p<utunity for fraud. 

He .-staled that co-op^ralion had 
been given him by flip welfare de- 
paitment but pointed out that in- 
complete records had been fur- 
I nished in many cases. These he 
listed as follows:

Welfare Board Sees Errors 

in Police Report 

The long-awaited police ■j^P"''' "" /'^^^ 
first 500 cases of public Y«',f'''^r/|,\'fjpne 
reported by Police Commlaaloner \»ll"'^ 
r Hultman, in which it was <;h'"-Bod 
fiiat seventy-six rases "warrant the con 
elusion that there exists a P^ima fac e 
case tor criminal prosecution under the 
charges ot larceny, conspiracy and per- 
jury," Is received by the overseers with 
practically the same criticism as was 

heard at the meeting 'i'"'F'<5<''l,^J „V„ 
police and the overseers when the pe- 
liminary report was submitted seveial 
weeks ago. The overseers say: 

■•The statement by the poUcc commis- 
sioner in his report that the I'-^'^f ''> 
reason ot their training and experience 
have viewed this problem with a sus 
plclous eye indicates that there Is a 
fundamental divergence between the 
police and trained welfare experts In the 
approach to ,the problem," 

As an example, the overseers point 
out "the fallacy ot the conclusions ar- 
rived at by the police commlssionei in 
his determination of cases coming within 
the "possible criminal prosecution ' and 
"destitute parent law" classifications. 
The commissioner had cited tlve exam- 
ples under these rlaasiflcations and the 
overseers, in their statement, assert that 
in onlv one ot the cases is there possible 
warrant tor criminal action. 

Besides the conclusion that seventy-six 
cases warrant criminal prosecution, Com- 
missioner Hultman charges that in sev- 
ent cases It appears that the provisions 
ot the "destitute parent law" could be 
Invoked, adding that some of these cases 
are Included In both groups so that 12b 
Individual cases are Involved. Moreover, 
according to the police, there are 216 
cases in which the recipient of aid has 
relatives "who may come within the 
classes contained In the 'kindred law' ot 
those liable to be called upon tor the 
support ot their poor relatives." 

"It," says the board statement, "the 
foregoing analysis of the nve typical 
cases selected by the police commissioner 
la any Indication ot the so-called possl 
ble criminal prosecution' cases, number- 
ing seventy-Blx, and ot the 'destitute par- 
ent law" cases, numbering seventy, we 
£eei convinced that the extent to which 
unworthy applicants have been receiv- 
ing aid from this department is not more 
than may be expected under the condi- 
tions ot an aggravated relief situation. 

'It is an accepted fact that in the 
sphere of relief, error cannot be elimi- 
nated below an Irreducible minimum. 
Relict authorities are h<iund to be sub- 
jected to deception and imposition.

Police Continue Efforts

Following up his report on fraud in 
welfare cases, Police Commissioner 
Hultman last nleht issued a public 
statement declaring; the bnard of over- 
seers Is withholding valu.ible data on 
the first 500 cases examined by police 
Statement.'; altributi'd to Samuel Sil- 
Iverman, corporation counsel, and Simon 
E. Hecht, chairman of the public v;el- 
fare board, show that in all cases po- 
lice liave not been given complete rec- 
ords, he said, nor have police inves- 
tigators yet received rei-Kirts which the 
public welfare Ixiard claims have been 
found In a few rasea. 

Police are determined to continue 
their work, "despite difficulties en- 
countered with the chaotic records," 
and probably -will have a rejxirt on 500 
additional cases r<'ady for the mayor 
(next week, he said. 

HULT.MAN STATKMENT 
HLs statement was as follows: 

The police commissioner wishes 
to state that his leport furnLshing a 
record of facts found to exist In 
certoin welfare cases was made 
from information received by the 
police and records furnished by the 
welfare board. 

By order of the mayor the wel- 
fare board was t/) furnish police 
with complete records In all casea. 
It Is evident from the newspaper 
stalemcnis attributed to Messrs. 
Hecht and Silverman that complete 
records have not )xcn furnished to 
police. 

It is significant that the welfare 
board published with Itjs comments 
the report of the police commls- 
«loner to his honor the mayor, but 
so tax pollc* have not received the

RECORDS SHOW GRAFT 

Officers of the police department said 
last ni^ht they had received definite in- 
formation that the records they say were 
held back by the public welfare depart- 
ment would have turned nearly every 
one of the 76 cases nf prima facie evi- 
dence of fraud into open ca.ses of graft. 

It w,^s disclased .vcsterdaj that the 
city is reimbursed by the state for aid 
paid out to nearly 6000 of the 24.000 
families whose names constitute the 
lists of the board of public welfare, 
under the provLslon that only five years 
of domicile In any city entitles a person 
to receive aid as a legal resident. 

The state of Ma.ssachu.setts accepts 
the records of the board of public v.'el- 
fare of Boston without question, and 
does not investigate ca.ses where the 
city is reimbursed for aid. 

Despite the extraordinary evidence of 
waste disclosed by Commissioner Hult- 
m.an's full report on the investigation 
lof the f\Tn 500 cases. Hechl's reply 
|yest«rday was u brief one. He said: 

DENIES WA.STAGE 

"I wish to stat-e that tiie 500 cases 
lianded to inu' department will have 
our attention and will be thoroughly 
gone over. The results of this in- 
vestigation will be given to tiie pub- 
he. 

I wii'h to assure the public that 

i there is no great wastage of money. 

and that it need have no alarm as 

to its Interests beuig fully protected. 

The wording of the cJrimission- 
er's report is more alarming than 
the fact.s warrant. With patience, 
the welfare board will prove to the 
citizens of Boston that the city can 
well lie proud of the part it has 
done in the unheard-of calamity. 
I believe it is about time for con- 
structive cc -operation 
Silverman, m a longer statement, 
•liallenged police to start pra-H-cution 
.if the 76 cases which justify criminal 
(icllon according to the commissioner's 
re[Tort. He said: 

I have very carefully examined 
Police Comini.'-sioner Hultman's n-- 
port. It Is ba^seri upon a miscon- 
ception of the facts and an errone- 
ous understanding of the law. If 
the statement of the police com- 
missioner that 13 ca.ses may possi- 
bly be criminally prosecuted is 
correct, then, in my opinion, it is 
his duty to immediately make ap- 
plication for warrants lor the ar- 
rest of these offenders. If the 76 
cases that he has cited as proper 
ca.ses for criminal prosecution iire 
similar to the five glaring exam- 
amplcs which he hiis submiuixl to 
the board, then if. Is apparent to me 
why he lias rcivained from taking 
stejw to criminally iirasecule. 

Tile police conimLssioner well 
knows that lie could not obtain 
warrant*, much less convictions, in 
such cases. It is unfortunate that 
the public have been given an er- 
roneous impres.'ion of rampant 
fraud by tlie advance publicity of 
tlie police department based upon 
such a weak and liim.sy foundation 
as that established by the police 
commissioner In v:;i re; .il. V,e naa 
noi>vd. witn the co-operative effort 
of the police department, to reduce 
fraudulent cases to n minimum, but 
It U apparent that the welfare de- 
tMUtment will have to •trunla with 



IhlB problem alone, "there were 
any real disclosures of fraud tne 
law department. in co-operation 
with the welfare board, would be 
the fir.st to act upon the fraudulent 
disclasures. 

If the police commissioner wantea 
to be fair he would have slated in 
his report that despite '.he unprece- 
dented situation confronting the 
welfare board, due to the depres- 
sion, it ha,~ done a remark.ible Job 
and should be commended. Of 
course, this would not be the view- 
point of any one seeking the spot- 
light of publicity 

The police commi.ssioner's admis- 
sion that because of their training 
and experience the police neces- 
sarily viewed every ca.se with sus- 
plcio'r: and that in his judgment the 
stsndard ot living of an alien Is 
neces.sarllv lov.Tr than the stan- 
dard of living ot a citizen indicates 
the state oi nnuu oi me ponce de- 
partment In approaching tills inves- 
tigation and making its report. 
What the public welfare board con- 
siders a serious social problem the 
police commissioner considers ?. 
possible criminal prosecution case. 
Is it not about time for real con- 
structive work 'rhrough co-operative 
effort rather than to further blcm- 
kh the splendid work of the welfare 
department by notoriety and mis- 
leading publicity?

' "The police commissioner wislies ta^ 
state that his report furnishing a, record 
of facta found to exist In certain welfare 
cases was made fronx Ini'orniation re- 
ceived by the police and records fui- 
nished by the welfare board," Mr. JIuli- 
man states. 

"By order of tho mayor the welfare 
board was to furnisli police with com- 
pleto records in all I'ases. it is evident 
from the newspaper statements attrib- 
uted to Messrs. Ilecht and Silvernrjn 
that complete records have not been I'ur- 
nlshed to police.

^ Roy M.°Cushman, executive secretary of 
the Boston Council or Social Agencies, 
Issues a statement emhpasizm« a pie-| 
vious opinion as expressed by him, that 
the police need the help of people expe- 
rienced in social work it they are to at- 
tempt social investigation. 

"The difficulty seems to relate in larRP 
measure lo iho inexperience of the iiollce 
in the handling of the subject mailer ol 
the welfare de;';'rli,icn; records, Mr. 
Cushman says. "From the, point of view 
of the public interest in the situation, it 
Is a pity that the police and the public 
welfare department are not working 
lointly and harmoniously on common 
ground. Umiuestlonably there are In- 
Btiinces, as the overseers' statement point;- 
out in which the particular skill of tlu 
police would help toward the determina 
tlon of right. ,,,.,, 

"Another point which T have comment 
td upon previously in the iiress la the 
damage to the department of public 
welfare, and more seriously the in.hiry U 
thousands of honest people out of em 
ployment if public confidence In tho do 
par'tment were to bo utterly destroyed. 

"I have expressed belief that it all th« 
facts wero revealed and constructlvplj 
mterpretad. It ■wowJ«-b« Ipand that tht 
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department -on tho whole iB dolnj?- a gioon 
job. I still believe this to bo true. In 
any large relief undertaking, whether 
under public or private auspices, a cer 
tain .amount fif fraud is bound to creep 
in. If the amount becomes excessive, 
the cau.'^e Is likely to be found in Inade- 
(luate administrallve eriuipment. In terms 
oC good ofllce organization and wrll-qu.'ili- 
fled, trained social workers. For such 
inadequacy tlie responsibility must be 
shared by all those citizens in and out 
of office who object to reasonable ex- 
penditure for administration as well as 
for relief." 

There is also a statement from Malcolm 
S. Nichols, general secretar.v of the Fani- 
il.v Welfare Society, who with several 
other lieads of social agencies s.-it in 
with the hoard of o\erseers yesterd.ay 
whih» they went over the cases reported 
by l.'ommissioner Hultman as fraudulent 
or unworthy. 

"It Is dlflicult to form an opinion on 
(he basis of a few cases." Nichols stated, 
"but, in the concrete cases we consid- 
ered, the ciiarges of tlie police, commis- 
sioner have not been borne <nit. It is 
qulto evident from tho cases covered to- 
day that the police are out of their ele- 
ment .and didn't have any grasp of the 
principles iuvnlv<'d. Sever.al of the cases 
examined toaay were put aside for fur- 
ther examination, but in the great ma- 
.iority, the l^ard of overseei-s did the rigiit 
iUunK -fuid^lhe ooUr Uilhg."

En route to Omaha, Mr Curley made 
a speech at Hastlifcs, Neb. He l:ft 
Denver, where he *poke three times, 
to the Odd F'ellows' convention, th.; 
■Woodmen of America and the Elka, at 
11:30 last night. 
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WHAT ARE THESE COURT 
RECORDS? 

Commissioner Hultman's report on 
the Welfare D(partment is open, in 
one respect, to the same criticism 
as the report oi' Attorney-General 
Mitchell on the bonus army. 

A large number o£ men among the 
invaders of Washington were charged 
' with having criininal records. But 
it turned out that violations of the 
automobile law -i were by far the most 
numerous among the "crimes" and 
also in a good number of cases the 
person with the court record had 
been acquitted. 

Conmiissioncr Hultman says that 
in 167 cases out of 500 the recipients 
of aid had court records. It would 
he interesting to know whether these 
"court records" included violations of 
the automobile laws and other minor 
offences, and also whether a court 
record in the estimation of the police 
means just an appearance in court. 

But even a court record is not a 
bar to relief. We can conceive of 
many offences which might call a 
man to court but which could not 
possibly brand him as a criminal, 
unworthy of any sympathetic con- 
sideration. 

It seems very strange that, if 
Commissioner Hultman has the evi- 
dence he says he has about men with 
serious criminal records receiving 
aid, he did not pick any one of these 
cases to include among the five 
cases he submits to prove his gen- 
eral case. 

.Surely nothing would arouse citi- 
zens more than the revelation that 
notorious criminals were on the city 
relief roll. Commissioner Hultman 
makes the criminal record charge 
tlic most striking feature of his re- 
port. It was this phase of his state- 
ment that the newspapers stressed. 

Yet, on this most important fea- 
ture of all, he offers no evidence at 
all. He picks five "typical" cases 
in which no court records figure, yet 
he says that in 168 of the first BOO 
cases the recipients of aid had rec- 
ords. 

It is this failure to make good his 
rather bombastic attacks on the Wel- 
fare Board that discredits his whole 
report. 

Our neighbor, the Transcript, is 
quite correct in remarking that the 
candid reader would not be much im- 
pressed by the broad suiiiinarics and i 
I inconclusive figures in the police

Negotiations today between the i 
Chinese government and ths Fed- j 
eral Farm Board indicated that ' 
15,000,000 bushels will soon be tsent 
'to China In a deal estimated at 
$9,000,000, 

The arrang-jnunts provide pay- 
ment between 19;i7 and 1938 with 
interest from the date of the con 
tract at 4 per cent. To secure ihe 
contract, the Chinese customs sur- 
tax will be guaranteed in an 
amount to iirotect the obligation to 
this country. 

The move is seen here as a long 
step In clearing the grain market, 
one that is expected to be reflect- 
ed eventually in the other indus- 
tries.

Chinese Republic, without Inter- 
est for a period of SO yean, of 
the excess grain In America with 
present marliet prices paid to the 
fanners by the government 
should serve three noblo and 
necessary purposes, namely;

Manner of Kecpinjc Welfare Records 
Specified 

Police charges that the records of the 
board o: public welfare are Inadequate, i 
chaotic and that officers have been 
withholding parUs of them during the 
pi'csent investigation of the department 
last night led investigators to point out 
that the state laws carefully designate 
the manner in which sucli records are 
to be kept. The law read.s as lollows; 
Chapter 26, section 2. Tlie over- 
seers shall cause to be kept a com- 
plete set of books, wherein shall be 
stated In detail the manner In 
which all funds In their hands are 
lnveste<l and how they are secured, 
the amount and dates of all receipts 
and expenditures, and to whom and 
from what funds all payments are 
made; and shall preserve all papers, 
property, evidences of property, 
vouchers and other things intrusted 
to or dejwsltcd with them. 

Chapter 26, section 3. The over- 
seers shall cause to be kept a com- 
plete set of books, wherein shall be 
stated the following facts relative 
to every person to whom relief or 
AMint^nce h«c been given or re- 



Hls or her name; residence for 
as long a pcriofl a-s can conveni- 
ently be ascertained; birthplace; 
occupation; proi;«rty o"- means of 
support; whether married or .sin- 
gle; name of husband or wife. If 
any; names and residences, and 
occupations of children. If any; 
names and residences of. and other 
Information In regard to ancestors, 
(a far as such facts can be con- 
veniently ascertained and may be 
of Imixirtance for determining set- 
tlements or other matters; the na-

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GETTING NOWHERE 

The final rop<irt »! thr police comiuissioner 
on the first 500 cases of recipients of welfare 
aid and the reply of the boaid of public wel- 
fare comes close to drowning us all m a sea of 
words. Wc have ai'rived nowhere, \Vr h:ive 
not, obtained from the police oepaitmcni con- 
clusive proof in the cases cilrd of outrageous 
fraud. In counler reply we have not obtKineri 
from the welfare department i.iuch more than 
lip service that it will attempt to Improve the 
cliaolie conditions. We are confronted with 
a livel.v row between the police commis-sioner 
and the welfare department backed by the 
corixiration counsel. This also wil: not prove 
mui-h. What we are primaiily Inteiested in is 
a Cleaning \\\t of welfare admini.stration and 
intelliRent and honest handling of the va-st 
expenditures by tliis department. 

The police report ha.s iniich in il winch the 
l)iil)lic should seriously consider. It severely 
condemi^s .the present sy.stem of records as 
wholly erratic and un.satisfactory. It points 
out glaring deficiencies in the.se records and 
makes the constructive suggestion that it would 
be well to re-register, with all necessary in- 
formation. i>er.son.s now receiving aid. 

The welfare reply to the police commissioner 
is a .slyly written document. It distorts some of 
the police .statements and twists them around 
in an obvious effort to discredit the whole police 
investigation. It claims that the department 
has been co-operating with the police when it 
Ls a fact that the contrary is true. The board 
.still continues to thi'ow up its hands at the 
magnitude of the problem before it but gives 
us very little concrete infoiination of the re- 
forms which it ha.s actually put into etTect and 
those which it contemplates for the near fu- 
ture. These reforms are of long standing need. 

The public will have the greatest difliculty 
In dige.'^ling cases cited by the police and the 
reply thereto by the welfare deiiartment. We 
thlnlc that the police made a mistal<e in saying 
that the first case wa.s one which furnished 
prima facie evidence of the passibilities of 
criminal pro.secution. It looks to us like a case 
where the greatest latitude of judgment was 
exercised by the welfare department and in 
whicll, alfhougli the record.s are certainly not 
according to law, no deliberate fraud has been 
perpetrated. 

In Case Two the police have ral.sed sharply 
the whole i.s.siie of how far welfare aid should 
be extended to home owners. All welfare 
agen'-ies at this time .seem to be exercising the 
widest latitude in permitting families to retain 
tiieir homes and are conti ibulip.g to this end. 

In Ca.se Three the welfare reply is by no 
means an adequate answer to the police report. 
The reply furnishes us with liiorr than tlic sus- 
picion that the welfare department lias not co- 
operated with the police. The jwUce report 
stales definitely that the last payment in this 
case was rr-,ade on Aug. 30. and thai tliey have 
been iiiiable to locate the recipient. The welfaie 
reply states: "At no time has aid been stopix-d 
despite the assertion in tlie police report to 
the contrary." Why did not the welfaie board 
furnish the police with this man's new aridre.ss 
and with the amounts lie had been paid since 
Aug. 30? 

Case Pour indicates that the welfare de- 
p«rtnienl In cojisidering the police report Is 



muie jnieresien m oiscreaiiing n tlian in mak- 
ing ii.se of its findings. It has gone to great 
length in finding extenuating circumstances 
for tlic payment of aid and has omitted to reply 
to the mo.st damaging cliarge. In this ca.se the 
police found that the recipient was getting $58 
a month from the hoii-'e which he owns. The 
welfare board takes no notice of this part of 
the police report. 

We do not l>elieve tliat it 's the duty oi the 
police to attempt the prosecution of fraudulent 
welfare ca-ses. Of course it would Iv impossible 
for them to prosecute any ca-ws in which tlie 
welfare department witliholds essential records 
or adopts a complacent attitude. 

The welfare board attempts to make us be- 
lieve that a case under the supervision of the 
.stale departtneni of welfaie eliminates it from 
any critical findings by the police commissioner. 
There are .some 6000 recipients of aid in the 
city who are chargeable to the .st,ate. yet it is a 
fact that up to the time the Ijoard issued its 
statement the police from its investigation of 
the records had no information which would 
liave allowed them to distinguish a state case 
from any other. What kind of bookkeeping is 
this? What kind of co-operation? 

nistrlbutors of state and city aid seem to 
, be of the opinion that at least 10 per cent, of 
I the money paid out of the imblic treasury for 
thi.s purixjse must ine\ifably go out in graft. 
The individual amount may be small but the 
aggregate is enormous. Allowing iO per cent, 
for graft in public welfare expenditure means , 
that $1,500,000 will be wasted in the city of 
Boston alone. Ten per cent, for graft means 
over $5,000,000 in the .state as a whole. 

We do not believe that, the administration 
of public wellare is m such hopeie.ss shape. 
We grant its perplexity. We want to give the 
widest rein to humane judgment. We admit 
the magnitude of the problem into which 
thousands of needy have suddenly been In- 
jected. This is all the more reason that public 
welfare .should be more ably handled than ever 
before, all the more reason that men of great 
capacity should be in charge, all the more reason 
for close co-operation with the police. The 
situation demands not only that a sympathetic 
eye be kept on the needy but that considera- 
tion be given the taxpayer so that he In pour- 
ing out his dollars may be as.sured that graft 
has been reduced far below 1? ixn- cent. In 
giving the taxpayer any consideration at all 
the wehare board would in fact be aiding the 
needy, for should the taxpayer be drained dry 
by graft and inefTiciency. then indeed will the 
needy suffer tenfold.

The will by whicli Ueorgc F. Parkman left 
more than $.'i,0O.'l,000 to the city of Boston was 
generously broad in its term.s.

In the pa.'.t tlie city has nearly always rho.sen 
to eniplia.slzo the word "improvement ' by tis- 
Ixig Ihe annual income to construct additional 
facilities on the common and in tlie parks that 
would not ordinarily have been built. 

- This has resulted in the Parkman bandstand 
on the comiTion, the zoo in Franklin park, the 
Uauarium at Citv Point, the rhurchlike-lookiiie 
Inrknr building on tlie Fenway athletic field, the 
ro.se gardens and similar cnterpii.ses.

This year, however, the park department's 
budget was i-edticcd by $.380,000 and the mayor 
recommended in the budget message of April 
that no six'cial construction be attempted this 
yea!' and that the Parkman fund income be 
used to defray part of the ordinary expen.se of 
maintaining the parks.

Immediate return to the lit)eral and 
progressive poUclPS to which the 
Democrats of Massachusetts have 
been devoted since the foundation 
of our party.

We demand tiint Mas.<^a- 
chusett.s follow tiie example '-.f the 
national govemment in outlawing 
"yellow dog' conlract.s hy wWch 
the ability of a worker to obtain 
employment is made to depend upon

his condition of labor. 

PROHiniTiON 

We favor the repeal of the 18th 
amendment. We favor the imme- 
I diatc modification of the Volstead 
act to legalize the manufacture 
and .sale of beer and other bev- 
erages of such alcoholic content as 
is permissible under the constitu- 
tion, all to tlie ena that proper 
rpvenuc may be obt.aincd, temper- 
ance promoted and the illegal traf- 
fic now existing be stopped. 

Anticipating the rei»al of the 
IBth amendment and the modlfica- 
tk>n of the Volstead act, we favor 
the Immediate study by our legis- 
lature of such laws as may be nec- 
essary to prevent the return of the 
saloon and to accomplish the pur- 
pase and Intent of such repeal and 
modification. 

BANKS AND BANKING 
We endorse heartily the. foresight 
and sound judgment pf His Lx- 
cellencv, Ciovernor Joseph B. Ely. In 
guiding our banking Institutions 
througli the men serious crisis In 
their history. His expressions of 
conflder.oe in honestly managed 
barks and h'-s recomniendalions 
for legislation to preserve their sta- 
blUtv resulting In the establlsnmrnt 
of the central Savings Bank and 
Central Co-operative Bank, pre- 
vented unparalleled collapse with 
resultant loss and hardship to de-

The sour debat? between the Boston Police Department and 
the Board of Public Welfare may have provided some choice 
*nrt satisfactory entertainment for the partisans nf those two 
organizations. 

But it has thus far failed to produce the one dcsirabJa 
object sought by the people of Boston, the elimination of the 
waste, extravagance, cheating;, chiseling and racketccrins which 
rtisgrace the disbursement of $14,000,000 of pubHc funds this 
year in the fine but outraged name of charity. 

Now, it is quite easy to criticise but the criticism can be 
of nn value unless it is constructive and helpful. 

The Boston Evening American, which exposed the evils in 
the city's dole distribution, proposes a reformation which can 
correct these notorious evils and abuses, which can substitute 
honesty for the reckless and improvident use of the public 
funds, which can secure a .square de.l for the 1^.xpayers whil« 
not impairing the good and worthy people among us who are 
in need of aid.

As in the report of the first jOn cases, 
no .statement came from Commissioner 
Hultman on the second report, which 
was delivenxi .■at th," mayor's office la,st 
night and which was to be delivered 
to the public '.velfari' iKiard today. 

Mayin- Curley staled that he would 
not delve info the re)X)rl, but would 
leave that duty to the public welfare 
oltlciak. 

He .said; "The report of the police 
commtssioncr relative to public welfare 
cases has be<'n received by me and it 
was forwarded at once to Chairman 
Hecht. 

"Under the law the overseers of pub- 
lic welfare are charged with the ad- 
ministration of public uoliare, but the 
police deparlineiU. is assisting ihem in 
determining cases that tnidcr the law 
are not entitled to receive aid. 

"!t is :i m:ilt(r entirely in the hands 
of the lM)iird of uvers;er.s of public wel- 
fare which IS compased of public spirit- 
ed men and women who are giving un- 
KPlflshly of Ihn^- and l^ilent for benefit 
of the "city and its people. 

"Having ab.solute cunfidence in the 



wisdom and public spiritcdneis of the 
overseers of public welfare I have for- 
varded the rejiort to them believing 
that they are competent to arrive at 
.such conclusions and reacli such agree- 
ments with the police commissioner as 
will be l^e.'t for the city and Its people. ' 

The following letter ^vas sent to 
Cliairman Simon E. Hecht of the wel- 
fare board by the mayor: 

"It would, in my opinion, be ndvi.sable

Unexpected Influx of Taxes 

Enables Settlements as 

in the Past

City officials were exultant today over 
the certainty that the treasurer will be 
able to pay the city's $3:', 000.000 in tem- I 
porary !oan.s strictly on time during the ■ 
present month. The unexpected influx 
of taxes in the last few duj's, which 
swelled the total collections ot the year 
to $42,237,906, has relieved the adminis- 
tration of worry. 

Over a long period of year.s the city 

ha.s made all temporary loan payments 

from current taxes during tin- lir.st week 

of Octobir. City Auditor Rupert S. Car- 

ven has repeatedly mated, while few if 

any of the larger cities of tiie t'onimon- 

wealth thus square their books during 

the year that the loans are made. Only 

rarely ha.s it t)ecn neces.sary in Boston 

' to ntgoti.ite lurther K.an.s before the 

I close of the year, and the mayor .stated 

j today that l:i.).ston proliably would be 

! able to get along without such emergency 

help. 

Never bfifore lia>) it been necessary for 
the city of Bosluii to borrow so much 
money in .anticipation of tuxes. The .sum 
of $24,000,000 secured last year wa.s the 
record. Only four weeks ago, however, 
the mayor, acting on the advice of the 
auditor and the treasurer, sought the 
City Council's sanction of addltion.al 
loans: of $10,ihio,(hio and received it. At 
that time taxes were coming in slowly, 
and it looked as If the final collections 
before the 6 per cent interest rate went 
into elTect would be disappointing. 

But resvilts in Collector "WilUam M. 
McMorrow's office were approximately 
the same or last year as to total cuUqc- 
tions. Almost until the dcjartmetlt 
closed at midnight thfere were men nild 
women with Uieir casli anxjyus to avolij 
the penalty. The tired clerks, after a 
most strenuous day. made no attempt at 
trial balances. This noon, however, the 
grand total was aiuiounoed, revealing 
that the collections were 'Si.'Vi per cent oJ 
the total tax warrant. 

From now on t'lere will he, an expect- 
ed, the usual rcv-ession. Traetically au ol 
the large corporations, as well as the 
large private properly holders, have paid 
either .n whole or in part. Hundred.^ ol 
small property owners will hold out tf 
the last and many will see their proper 
ties ndverti.sed foi- sale next year. 

Percentage payments are In greatei 
volume than for years, some of the largf 
trusts deducting large amount.'s from tht 
total assessments in view of pleas foi 
abatements pending, while the amalltt 
holders profess to Ixave paid all they warv 
able to pay for the time being. 

Collector McMorrow. City Auditor Ciir- 
veen. Treasurer Dolan, and Budget Co;m- 
missioner Fox expressed their Ratlsfao- 
tiou to the rnayor over the collecUono t<j 
date, the amount being much groatot 
than could have been anticipated. oivioK 
to the buHlneas deprfoajo^.

Finance Commission 
makes much of a City Hospital construc- 
tion job of only ?3!tL'i), in submitting its 
criticism to the public at the same time 
it is presented to the mayor, this cxtrR 
contract ausTKestion is cited as typical ol 
'unwarranted liljerality liy architects and 
!lty officials to contractors'' in these days 
.vhcn "thousands of real estate owners 
ire losing: their life savings because of 
.he crushing burden of taxation, and 
tens of thousands of our citizens are 
forced to accept a dole to Iceej) from 
ati'.rvinK." 

The report, which la based on the in- 
vpstiKation of the coinniissiun's eonsuit- 
inif cnfrineer, (juy C. Knirrson, Ftatet' 
Hint lliere have been "particularly 
flaRrant instances In connection with the 
hospital bulldinff program of re<'ent 
years, as prcvioiis reports ha\'e sliown. 
In other words, "tlic more lil)eral the 
architect can induce the city officials to 
be to the contractor, the larKer la his 
own fee because architects have a per- 
i^entafre from the city on all payments 
by the city to the contractor." 

On the City Hospital grounds in the 
.touth Knd, .loseph A. SlnRarella has the 
contract for the construction of ;i laun- 
dry building and lor a connection lie- 
tween tliat buildinp and the city inter- 
cepting se-ver on Massachusetts avciue. 
.Tames H. Ritchie, the arcViilcct, has rec- 
ommended to tlu! hospital trti.stees. liic 
report »t,ates, thai certain work now re- 
fiulred be paid for ns an extra, in tlip 
sum of $392.'). B7. Mr. lOmeison attacks 
that recommendation, not only because, 
as stated, the work was rc(|uired to be 
done by the terms of the original con-

"By "the corin'Jctlon mpde," thfT report 
says, "Slngarella flsured to save not 
only In length of li-ench, but In the 
much more expensive excavation ten feet 
deeper required by the city plan, and 
working in a soil below tide level. In 
other words, he would save apiiroximate- 
ly 80 per cent of the work as i)lanned 
and as he had contracted to do." 

Now, according to the re|>ort, the archi- 
tect and the contractor have discovcrecl 
that this conniction does not take care of 
the situation and the extra i-ecoiunieudcd 
is intended to cover the cost of connect- 
ing the sewer to the one originally sped- 
(led bv the city's plan. 

"It does not appear," says the report, 
"that any written authorization wa.s 
Kiveu t(j the Singarclla tirm to alter the 
l.hin origitially given the rirm tor the con- 
struction of the job. Tlip alteration \vas 
oni' hv .Mr. Singarella solely for the pur- 
pose of saving mcniey to liis firm. 

"Now that it has been found that his 
makeshift plan will not answer tlie pur- 
(lose fiu- wliich it was intended, tlic 
l'';nan<-e Coinmission agrees with the find- 
ing of its consulting engineer that the 
citv should not be made to pay for Mr. 
Singarella'a blunder, or whatever it may 
he CMlled. 

"The Finance Commi.ssion, tlierefore, 
agrees with its consulting engineer that 
Mr. Singarella should be required to 
carry out the work covered by his con- 
tract for the sum for whicli he contracted 
to do that work and tliat no extra pay- 
ment be permitted. 

"Although .Mr. F/iiierscm lias estab- 
lished to the satisfactiiMi of tlie Finance 
Commission that there should l)e no ex- 
Ira payment, he has .also analyzed the 
detail of the, work now Intended to be 
done and the prices recommended by Jlr. 
nltchie, the architect, to be accepted. 
The Coinmission feels that the only tuir- 
pose a discussion of thes;? now serves, 
in view of its attitude on the extra in 
general, is to provide an ill ust rat loo of 
the manner in which jiricrs for work <ui 
extras are fixed in these hospital con- 
tracts. 

"Mr. Emerson points out that work, is 
laid out by the architect. Is unue<-essary 
in some respects: that the sewer, if laid 
as the architect specilies, would be 
crushed In short order a'-.d the city put 
to the expense of doing the job over 
again: and that some prices approved are 
srrossly excessive."

With Hultman 

CONFIDENT OF THEIR 
WISDOM, HE WRITES 



Mayor Curley emerged in the role of 
peace-maker last night when lie noti- 
fied Commissioner Hultman tliat he had 
lequested welfare officials, who have 
been at odds with the rommis-sioner, to 
confer with Hultman with regard to fu- 
ture action on the .second batch of wel- 
fare cases investigated by the police.

Mayor Cur- 
ley made public, besides his letter to 
Hultman, a statement of his own posi- 
tion and a letter to the welfare over- 
seers in which he expressed "absolute 
confldence in their wi.idom and pubJc 
spiritedness." His letter to the over- 
seers, however, failed to mention the 
propased con'^renre with Hultman. 

nversp<Ts of the Dubllr welfare last 
night .said that a readme ol tne report 
catised tliem to believe the police had 
been much "milder" than In two previ- 
ous communications. The overseers will 
mc-et thl': afternoon at the administra- 
tion buildi:ig on Hawkins street to con- 
sider the report. A statement will be 
i.'sued tonight or tomorrow. 

iJeclinlng to examine the report him- 
.-seif, Mayor Curley sent the bulky pack- 
age marked "Exhibit A" to tiie welfare 
department. 

Tile package contains wiwrts show- 
ing that the percentage of persons with 
criminal records whose ca.ses are re- 
ported in tlie second batoh is higher 
than In the first batch of 500 ca.ses. 

Police, however, did not classify the 
cn.ses as "worthy" or "unworthy" as 
they did in the first report. A larger 
percentage of those investigated in the 
.second report arc receiving assistance 
propcrl.y, police reported. 

P.ilicc investigators yesterday resumed 
work on the remainder of the cards 
turned over to them by the welfare 
board. 

Mayor Curie;-' made public the follow- 
ing sUitcmcnt: 

I have received the report from 
the police commissioner and have 
forwarded the sjime at once to 
Chairman Hcchl of the overseers of 
public welfare. 

Under tlie law the overseers of 
public welfare are charged with the 
administration of public welfare.

Summary dismissal of school build- 
ings inspectors who have been flagrantly 

negligent in their supervision of repairs 
lo schoolhouses during the siimivier 
vacation period was recommended by 
[he finance commission yesterday in a 
report enumerating many Instances of 
failure of contractors to perform woric 
for which they were paid. 

Responsibility was definitely placed 
.ipon unnamed inspectors, but the 
presentation of 21 school repair con- 
tracts which were not. complied with by 
contractors provided the mayor and the 
schoolhouse comml&sloi' --rs with in- 
formation on which the inspectors may 
be identified easily. 

It was declared subsequently that in 
the majority of instances the inspectors, 
accused of negliggnce by the commLs- 
sion'.s report, are city emp'oves who have 
previously been sharply criticised for 
methods pursued in the dislribtition of 
repair contracts and in the supervision 
of such work. Yesterday'; report, it was 
reported, is only a preliminary to a sub- 
seciuent, altaclc upon the depJ^rtment of 
sclrool buildings, whicli may force a 
'complete reorganization of ,;■"; depart- 
ment. 

EVIDENCK CONCLUSIVE

The police probe ot welfare 
aid cases came to an abrupt 
halt last night by orders of 
Commr. Hultman just two hours 
after Mayor Curley requested 
him to cease his investigation. 

Even as he was ordering the po^ 
lice to halt their probe, HuUmail 
iMued a statement declaring the 
police have lepoitetl faots as they 
found them and rf 'oa.sed his report 
on the last 1000 cas-es, which he 
had sent to the mayor earlier in 
the week. 

"The mayor asked for tlils In- 
vestigation, and he now dexlres 
to discontinue it," Hultman said. 
"The police shall he (roverned ac- 
cordingly." 

Mayor Curliy .surprising action 
followed receipt of a recommenda- 
tion from Simon Hecht. chairman 
of the welfare board, that the city- 
wide probe by police be halted. 
Chairman Hecht had written 
the mayor; "In the hands of men 
unversed in this field the statisti- 
cal method is a 'dangerous tool.' " 
Referring to five specific cases 
where Hultman had reported posst 
ble Illegality in the aoles, the chair 
man wrote; "Thp so-called typica 
cases cited by the poli'e commis 
slonftT afforded eloquent teatinionj 
to the utter incapacity of the polic< 
in tills (the statistical) field, ''

ion," the welfare chairman added. 
Mayor Curley's reaction to 
Hecht's defense was expressed in 
his letter, as follows; 

"It is unfortunate that the 
police commissioner was unable 
to rise to the responsibility Im- 
posed upon him when requested 
to conduct the investigntion. 

"The unfavorable publicity 
given both the public welfare de- 
partment and the municipality In 
the announcement of the discov- 
ery that more than 50 per cent 
of the cages Invesugated repre- 
sent graft and corruption and the 
loss to the city was In excess of 
$2,000,000 hag proven to be abso- 
lutely without foundation. 

DKPARTMENT HONEST 

"An analysis of the report made 
by the police commissioner dis- 
closes the fact that the public 
welfare department has been con- 
ducted under -lost trying circum- 
stances with a high degree of 
honesty, and If there has been an 
impairment In the efficiency of 
the department, it is directly 
traceable to the tremendous bur- 
den imposed upon it as a conse- 
quence of the industrial dtpres- 
glon." 
Mayor Curley's action followed a 
statement by State Commissioner 
of Public Welfare Richard K. 
Conant that the police probe was 
"an illegal and outrageous abuse of 
constitutional liberty." 

In hisi statement, Hultman said 
he did not care to enter into any 
controversv with the welfare board 



concerning the police reports, but 
declared he was amused at "in- 
accurate statements" made by 
them. 

"My only hope is that the ac- 
tivities of the police, which have 
been carried on with a great deal 
of forbearance and patience, wUl 
prove of lasting benefit to the 
city," he concluded. 

UNABLE TO PROSECUTE 

In his previous letter, written 
Monday, but not released until yes- 
terday, Hultman declared the pub- 
lic answers of the overseers to po- 
lice findings on five typical cases 
made it clear the police could not 
have maintained their charges In 
court, "due to the testimony of the 
public welfare department which 
had not disclosed alleged addi- 
tional facts," 

He said the police would have 
been "left in a trap, and made 
to look ridiculous and held up 
to public contempt." 
In the 1000 cases, the last trans- 
mitted by Hultman to the mayor, 
he included 200 in which it was 
stated welfare aid had been discon- 
tinued by the department. 

In the remaining 800 cases, he 
said, there were 176 cases which 
warrant legal action. 

Hultman listed the following ir- 
regularities encountered by the po- 
lice: aid not received by applicant, 
35; aid not received by recipient, 
8; affidavit not signed by applicant, 
18; false and incorrect address, 64; 
no application, 12; no recent vis- 
itor's report, 361; no record of vote 
of overseers, 48; no affidavit, 304.

Be Instigated by Welfare Board— 200 on 

Lists Dropped as Result of Probe 



Tlie report of Police Commisiiioner 
Hultman to Mayor Curley declares that 
176 out of 800 cases, In the opinion of 
the iMllce, -warrant consideration for 
legal action by the overseers of the 
public welfare.'' The report follows: 
Hon. James M. Curley, 
Mayor of Boston 
City Hall, Boston, Mass. 
My dear Mr. Mayor: 

In your letter or Jiny 2lst re- 
questing tile police department to 
investigate persons receiving public 
aid you request information, first 
which will allow the purging of the 
public welfare rolls of tho.se un- 
worthy and sc<;ond, information 
which will permit the prosecution 
of those obtaining aid illegally. The 
second proposition immediately 
raised Hie question In those cases 
where iirosecutlon is possible — ■ 
"Who shall praseciite, the police 
or the overseers of the welfare de- 
partment?" In nearly all the cases 
so far reported on, if criminal 
action is possible, it would be for 
larceny, perjury. con.spiracy, or 
action under the "destitute parent I 
law." These criminal actions would ) 
depend for successful pro.sccu- 
tlon upon the facts and testimony 
of the public welfare department 
and its records, togetiier with what 
Information the police have been 
able to obtain. Not wisliing to take 
precipitate action particularly with- 
out, the opportunity to discuss this 
matter with you, hut desiring to 
find out as ,s<)o;i a.s pnssiljle what 
the attitude of the welfare depart- 
ment would he if the police at- I 
tempt to prasecute, I clt«d in my 
second report to you five t.vjilcal 
cases. The public an.swers of the 
over.^ers and their counsel in 
these five cases make it clear that 
if the police had taken the cases 
into court they could Viot have 
maintained tlieir ch.irg(\s, due to 
the fstlmony of ttie public welfare 
department, which had not dis- 
closed to the police the alleged ad- 
ditional facts as given in their 
public statcmcntB. Tlvrcforc, if t,he 
police had attempted to take court 
action Ifiey would have been left 
in a trap and would have been 
made to look ridiculous and held 
up to public contempt; this, of 
course, I can not con.sclously allow. 
Irrespectlre of the public state- 
ments made In regard to the police 
reix)rt, I am Informed that aid has 
been discontinued in 83 out of the 
500 cases, or nearly 17%, Included 
In my report to you on Sept. 19. 
I am transmitting herewith 
police reports in 1000 cases which 
Includeg the preliminary police re- 
port in 200 ewes In which It Is 
atated that aid has been dlRcontin- 
ued by the welfare department. 
Ttcm tbe inlormatlon obtained by 
\it^ poJiic« a^ tt«t fumfatbtd. .by 



800 cases Jiere are 176 cases whicn, 
in the opinion of the police, warrant 
'■■'nsideraUon for legal action by 
the overseers of the pul)lic welfare. 
This group includes cases which, 
from tile records furiiLshed to the 
police by the public welfare depart- 
ment and information .secured by 
the police, indicate deception in 
securing aid by recipients. If the 
overseers are of the opinion that 
tiiey have not been criminally de- 
ceived and they are satisfied with 
the terms and conditions under 
which the recipient receives aid, no 
matter what the records may sliow, 
then he could not be prosecuted 
criminally vvith any expectation of 
succe.ss. Furthermore, .sections 29 
and 31 of chapter 117 of the general 
laws, dealing with the p<.iwcr and 
duties of the overseers, states:
